A WEEK of action to tidy and clean up Totten¬ 
ham is underway and residents are being urged 
to get involved. 

The scheme has also seen the launch of 
Neighbourhood Action Teams, which will work 
alongside other council enforcement teams and 
the police to tackle environmental issues blight¬ 
ing communities. 

Enforcement actions will focus on cleaning 
the streets of dumped rubbish, litter, chewing 
gum on pavements and graffiti while beginning 
an offensive to clear out the rogue landlords, 
unlicensed traders, anti-social behaviour, unau¬ 
thorised development and fly-tippers in the area. 

Councillor Nilgun Canver, cabinet member 
for the environment, said: “We need residents 
to work with us to tackle those who disrespect 
our streets, dropping litter, fly-tipping and spit¬ 
ting gum on pavements. 

“Residents have told us they wanted to see 
action taken against those who make a mess on 
the High Road and this week, all the enforce¬ 
ment services will take concerted action to 
carry this out. 

“Tottenham is a proud community with an 
amazing legacy of historic buildings and busi¬ 
nesses, which should be shown in their best 
light. It’s the aim of the enforcement team and 
the community to make sure this happens and 
to warn of the consequences should offenders 
continue to defile the area.” 

The week of action will be followed by ongo¬ 
ing surveillance and activity to ensure Totten¬ 
ham High Road is embraced as the heart and 
pride of the community. 

Activities this week include: deep clean of the 


grime around the train stations at Seven Sisters, 
South Tottenham, Tottenham Hale, White Hart 
Lane, Bruce Grove and Northumberland Park; 
resurfacing of parts of Tottenham High Road; 
parking patrols; trade waste surveillance; food 


advisory visits to local shops; inspection of 
timed rubbish collections; CCTV surveillance 
of fly-tipping; monitoring of street cleansing; 
licensing checks; graffiti and fly-post removal 
and planning enforcement. 


TWO men have been jailed for seven years 
following an assault that left a 27-year-old 
man unconscious and with a broken jaw. 

Ufuk Yapici, 24, a security guard of West 
Hill Road, Brighton and Michael Wabara, 

27, a photographer of Risley Avenue, 
Tottenham, were sentenced on Friday at 
Wood Green Crown Court having been 
found guilty of causing grievous bodily harm 
with intent in February. 

The court heard how the victim was 
walking with a female companion in 
Tottenham High Road in the early hours of 
September 8 last year when they passed 
Yapici and Wabara, who were sat in a parked 
BMW outside a 24-hour supermarket. 

The defendants, who were unknown to the 
victim and his friend, shouted for the woman 
to go to the car. 

When the victim tried to stop his friend 
going over to the two men, Yapici got out of 
the car and approached them and started 
pushing the victim. A member of the public 
tried to intervene, however Wabara joined in 
the attack, with both he and Yapici 
repeatedly punching the victim and leaving 
him unconscious in the street. 

Not long after the victim had regained 
consciousness, the pair chased him into a 
supermarket where they beat him 
unconscious again. 

Yapici handed himself in to police four 
days later following a witness appeal, while 
Wabara was identified following extensive 
CID enquiries. 

Both had pleaded guilty to GBH without 
intent, but police continued with trial 
regarding their intent. 

Investigating officer DC Amanda 
Christodoulou, of Haringey CID, said: “It is 
incredible that the victim survived such an 
onslaught of blows. We were never going to 
accept that the defendants did not intend to 
cause him serious injury.”

A TOTTENHAM man has received a special 
commemorative certificate from the Mayor of 
London, in recognition of his voluntary work for 
the community. 

Yusuf Atesogullari, from the Sycamore estate, 
was nominated by the team at Circle 33 Housing 
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Trust for the prestigious Mayor of London’s 
Team London awards for his work for the 
organisation’s Neighbourhood Food Growers 
Club, which has brought residents on the estate 
closer together. 

The 62-year-old is a driving force for the pro¬ 
ject in which residents work to improve their 
local environment by planting fruit trees and 
bulbs in the communal garden. 

During the twice weekly sessions, which are 
managed by Circle 33 together with the London 
Wildlife Trust, Mr Atesogullari and other resi¬ 
dents of the Sycamore estate have also made 
compost bins, hedgehog hibernators and a stag 
beetle loggery. 

Mr Atesogullari said: “I was really surprised 
and pleased to be put forward for the award but 
everyone has worked hard for the scheme too.”

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MP gets death threats 
after stand against 
gay marriage

AN MP who is leading the fight 
against gay marriage has been sub¬ 
ject to death threats as a result of 
his stance on the issue. 

David Burrowes, MP for Enfield 
Southgate, told the Advertiser that 
death threats and hate mail landed 
on his doorstep after he made a 
public stance last month on the 
issue of allowing same-sex couples 
to legally marry. 

The MP, who is a vocal supporter 
of the Coalition For Marriage, has 
collected more than 200,000 signa¬ 
tures in an online petition against 
changing the rules around mar¬ 
riage. He told the Advertiser that 
he had even had to alter his travel 
arrangements due to mounting con¬ 
cerns over his personal safety after 
protesters got hold of his commut¬ 
ing timetable. 

“I think the context of the threats 
is that people are letting off steam 
and vitriol,” the father-of-six said. 
“But what I take more seriously is 
that there are people who are not 
just against my point of view - 
there are people who are against 
me speaking about this issue. 

“It makes me realise this issue is 


about liberty. It’s important that 
people are able to freely express 
themselves,” he added. 

The MP, who is chairman of the 
Conservative Christian Fellowship, 
was reluctant to point the finger of 
blame at any particular set of cam¬ 
paigners, and said: “Of course a 
number of these gay rights groups 
have themselves been the subject of 
death threats.” 

But Tim Fellows, chief executive 
of the Enfield Fesbian Gay Bisex¬ 
ual and Transgender network, 
warned that Mr Burrowes’ discus¬ 
sion of death threats and hate mail 
could be a “distraction” from the 
issue in hand. 

“I would never condone the use 
of violence against anyone,” said 
Mr Fellows. 

“Everyone is entitled to their 
views, but I don’t want this to dis¬ 
tract from the main issue here, 
which is one of marriage equality. 

“I have great sympathy for Mr 
Burrowes - that is something 
that should never happen in a 
civilised society.” 

The public consultation into the 
issue of gay marriage was launched 
by Liberal Democrat MP Fynne 
Featherstone last week.

Mr Burrowes, along with a num¬ 
ber of other MPs, is opposed to the 
government’s expected decision to 
change the legal definition of mar¬ 
riage to allow gay couples to offi¬ 
cially wed, rather than be restricted 
to a civil union or partnership. 


Cameron discusses 
hacker for third 
time with Obama 

THE Prime Minister David Cameron brought 
up the case of computer hacker Gary 
McKinnon (pictured) during discussions with 
US President Barack Obama last week. 

Mr McKinnon, 46, from Palmers Green, is 
facing 60 years in an American jail after he 
admitted hacking into almost 100 Pentagon and 
Nasa computers in 2001 and 2002. He says he 
was looking for evidence of UFOs. 

Lawyers acting for Mr McKinnon, who suffers 
from Asperger’s Syndrome, say that sending him 
to face trial in the US 
would be a breach of 
his human rights and 
the Home Secretary 
Theresa May is 
currently considering 
whether to block the 
extradition bid. 

Mr Cameron took 
the opportunity during 
last week’s state visit to 
the US to discuss Mr 
McKinnon, as well as the 2003 extradition 
treaty, with Mr Obama. 

Mr McKinnon’s mother Janis Sharp said she 
was pleased that her son’s case had been 
discussed by the world leaders again. “It’s third 
time lucky, I hope,” she said. 

“I am optimisticbut I am nervous because it 
looks like things could come to a close soon. Mr 
Cameron has to be commended for bringing 
this up three times with Barack Obama.” 

The Prime Minister wants the president to 
allow British suspects to be tried at home and 
Mr Obama has reportedly agreed to look at how 
the controversial extradition treaty functions.

AN ARMY veteran who was severely 
wounded in Afghanistan and a world-class 
athlete are among the torchbearers chosen to 
carry the Olympic flame through the bor¬ 
ough just two days before the official open¬ 
ing of the London 2012 Olympic Games. 

Jack Otter, of Chase Side, Enfield, was 
injured by an IED while on patrol in 
Afghanistan in 2009. 

He lost both legs and his left arm in the 
blast, but despite making an extraordinary 
recovery from his devastating injuries he has 
struggled with complications and setbacks 
ever since including a severe bout of pneu¬ 
monia and painful bone re-growth. 

Although his recovery has been set back by 
ongoing surgery (he is set to have yet another 
operation tomorrow) he is determined to 
walk on new prosthetic legs to carry the 
flame through the borough on July 25. 

“I do give myself goals all the time,” he 
said, adding that determination and ambition 
were key to the recovery process. 

Although the 2 3-year-old has kept fighting 
through his two-and-a-half-year battle with 
countless operations and complications, Jack 
does not feel he has done anything particu¬ 
larly heroic to warrant the reward and recog¬ 


nition. “I don’t see myself as an inspiration,” 
he admitted. “But of course I am proud and 
privileged to be a torchbearer in London.” 

The flame will be entering the borough at 
3.15pm from Friern Barnet Road, travelling 
through Southgate, Palmers Green, Winch- 
more Hill and Edmonton before moving on 
to Haringey. 

Joining Jack in representing the best of the 
borough is Commonwealth 800metres final¬ 
ist Darren St Clair, who is currently under¬ 
going a gruelling training regime in Phoenix, 
Arizona, where the top-flight athlete is hop¬ 
ing to hone his skills ahead of the qualifying 
heats for the 2012 Games in June. 

“Darren has always intended to make it to 
the Olympic Games and this is an added 
bonus,” his proud dad Henry revealed. “The 
whole family will be out to cheer him on. We 
have followed his career all along.” 

According to Henry, the close-knit Enfield 
family have supported Darren throughout his 
15-year athletics career and his twin sister 
Stacey, a solicitor from Uxbridge, will join 
mum Caryl and Henry in cheering the 26- 
year-old on as he runs the 300metres with the 
precious flame. 

Darren plans to taper his training so that he 
will make the qualifying times when he 
returns to Britain in June. 


Schoolchildren in the borough 
to get 5,500 Olympics tickets 


SCHOOLCHILDREN in Enfield are to 
receive just over 5,500 tickets for the 
Olympic and Paralympic Games. 

All the schools in Enfield who joined 
the Get Set scheme, which enabled them 
to receive tickets for London 2012, will be 
allocated a share of the 5,506 tickets 
awarded to the borough. 

Just over half of the tickets given to 
Enfield schoolchildren are for the 
Olympic Games, with the rest for the 
Paralympics. Of the tickets for the 
Olympic Games, the majority are for 
basketball, football and volleyball. 

An Enfield Council spokesman said it 
was not yet known exactly how many 


tickets individual schools would receive. 

In total 125,000 tickets have been set 
aside for children aged ten to 18 and their 
accompanying adults in London as part 
of a promise by Mayor Boris Johnson 
that one in eight children in the capital 
will be able to see the action first hand. 

Mr Johnson said: “We’re heading into 
what will surely be the most exciting and 
inspiring summer of sport this country 
has ever seen and it is only right that the 
capital’s young people are at the heart of 
the action. 

“We’ve secured a huge variety of tickets 
across a diverse range of sports for one in 
eight London schoolchildren.” 


The Olympic torch will travel the length of the 
UK in a relay made up of torchbearers chosen by 
the London Organising Committee of the 
Olympic Games - and an average of 115 torch¬ 
bearers a day will carry the Olympic flame before 
it lights the cauldron at the opening ceremony in 
east London on July 27.

World class: Darren St Clair 
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Green Party calls 
for climate action

MEMBERS of the Green Party staged a debate 
about global warming last Monday, as part of 
Climate Change Week. 

Following a screening of The Age Of Stupid, 
the Oscar-nominated film by environmentalist 
Franny Armstrong, the audience at The Kings 
Head, in The Green, Winchmore Hill, listened to 
why it was so important that fossil fuels emissions 
must be reduced drastically by 2015. 

According to many scientists, if carbon emis¬ 
sions continue to rise at their current rate, then 
the damage done by global warming will 
be irreversible. 

Alexis Rowell, the author of Communities, 
Councils And A Low Carbon Future and a for¬ 
mer Camden councillor, talked about how local 
authorities must play a role in reducing each bor¬ 
ough’s carbon footprint. 

“On the face of it The Age Of Stupid is a very 
depressing film,” he said. “In 2010 global emis¬ 
sions went up. But there are things twe can do 
and I came across so much good practice in my 
four years as a councillor.” 

Mr Rowell urged councils to adopt a policy, 
which would see all new buildings conforming to 
the “passive house standard”, which would see 
them reduce the need for heating by 90 per cent. 

“With proper insulation these houses would not 
need to be heated using fossil fuels at all,” said 
Mr Rowell. 

“There are lots of these houses being built in 
Germany, but it is more difficult in London 
where the vast majority of houses were built 
decades ago. 

“But what you can do is show people how to

insulate their houses more effectively. In Camden 
we had a group called the draftbusters doing 
workshops in people’s houses. 

“They were getting neighbours together and 
doing these things in their own homes showing 
them how to put a balloon in their chimneys and 
putting cling film over their windows - and we 
the council to sponsor this.” 

David Flint, from Enfield Green Party, added: 
“We ought to ask the council to do more. Enfield 
Town library is a good example of what it can do. 
There is a heat pump in the library, which means 
that they aren’t using fossil fuels, they are pump¬ 
ing heat from the ground. 

“There are things that must be done locally as 
they can be done globally.”

A COUPLE who have run the cafe 
in Trent Park for 30 years are set to 
leave, sparking fears that Go Ape! 
adventure company will take over 
the business. 

Rosa and Dennis Marzocchi 
have been at the business for 30 
years and park users are disgusted 
that their bid to continue running it 
has been refused. 

The decision by Enfield Council, 
comes amid fears that Go Ape! will 
take over the running when the 
company’s Tree Top adventure 
opens in the park later this month. 

Protesters are so incensed that 
the couple will no longer run the 
cafe that an online petition against 


the decision has been set up at 
www. ipetitions. com/petition/save-the- 
cafe-at-trent-park/ and has already 
attracted 299 signatures. 

Mr Marzocchi told the 
Advertiser: “I have kept the 
community together for 30 years. 

“Of course I am very sad to go - 
but it is what the powers that be 
decided and I really can’t comment 
on their decision.” 

Enfield Southgate MP David 
Burrowes met some of the 
protesters last Saturday to discuss 
the future of the cafe and the park. 

“There is a real concern there 
hasn’t been enough consultation 
and there is concern about Go Ape! 
in Trent Park,” he said. 

“People see their park being sold 


off without the public being 
properly consulted.” 

Go Ape! has confirmed it did 
submit an application for one of its 
subsidiary companies to run the 
cafe - but still has not heard about 
the status of its bid, suggesting the 
tender is currently on a shortlist. 

A spokeswoman for the company 
explained that the bid was for a 
“forest cafe” rather than a Go Ape! 
branded restaurant. 

The council is adamant that the 
decision on the tender is not a 
foregone conclusion. 

A council spokesman said: “We 
are in the process of finalising who 
will be awarded the lease and we 
expect to announce a formal 
decision in due course.” 
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Outspoken writer to speak at cuts meeting

The author of Chavs: The 
Demonization Of The Working 
Class will be one of the panel¬ 
lists at a meeting held by 
Enfield Alliance Against The 
Cuts at Broad House Hall, in 
Fore Street, Edmonton. 

He will be joined at the meet¬ 
ing at noon on Saturday March 
31 by Symeon Brown, a Totten¬ 
ham youth worker, and 
Romayne Phoenix, the chair¬ 
woman of anti-cuts group 
Coalition Of Resistance. 

Chris Kaufman, the chairman 


of EAATC, said: “Owen Jones 
is flavour of the month at 
the moment, he is on television 
such a lot. We would really 
like people to come and listen 
to what he has to say, but we 
really want everyone to join in 
the debate. 

“It is important that people 
come to this meeting because it 
feels like the government has 
declared war on 99 per cent of 
the population. 

“The difference between the 
rich and the poor is growing 
ever wider and the government 
is prepared to sell off anything 
that moves, which will create a 
profit for a few people, but hits 
the old, the sick, the unem¬ 


ployed and youngsters dispro¬ 
portionately hard.” 

Mr Kaufman said a focal 
point for the meeting would be 
the NHS and the impact of the 
Health and Social Care Bill, 
which paves the way for more 
private firms to deliver health¬ 
care in the UK. 

“The irony is that the NHS 
was born at a time when the 
country deficit was three times 
what it is now, yet there was 
the will to create it because 
there was a need for it. Now it 
seems we are heading towards 
an American-style healthcare 
system where they will feel 
your wallet before they feel 
your pulse.” 


Dimming street lights 
is set to save £500,000

STREET lights across Enfield are set to 
be dimmed by up to 40 per cent and will 
be on for 13 minutes less each day, in a 
bid to save the council £500,000. 

The move, which is set to be given the 
green light at tonight’s Enfield Council 
cabinet meeting, would see the borough 
save 3,294 tonnes of carbon. 

Street light “dimming and trimming” 
has been trialled in a number of areas in 
the borough and, according to a council 
report, there was “no visible reduction in 
lighting levels and no complaints from 
residents in the pilot streets”. 

Douglas Coker, from Enfield’s Green 


Party, welcomed the move, although he 
said consideration must be given to 
safety. “It is an interesting issue and 
there is a dilemma. We do want to save 
money and energy, but there are con¬ 
cerns about safety. As long as things are 
done sensibly and there is consideration 
given to the levels of crime in different 
areas of the borough.” 

Irene Richards, from the Enfield Over 
50s Forum, is in favour of the scheme. 
“The council has got to find a way to 
meet its financial obligations and this is 
a reasonable way of saving money, pro¬ 
vided it is done sensibly.,” she said. 

“I would hope they would have a flex¬ 
ible system and it is a question of find¬ 


ing a proper balance. But this seems like 
a good idea for the environment as well 
as saving money.” 

Chris Bond, the council’s cabinet 
member for environment, said: “This is 
a sensible, proportionate and effective 
way of saving money and the environ¬ 
ment and based on the trials undertaken 
the vast majority of people won’t notice 
the difference. 

“In fact, because we have upgraded our 
street lighting in recent years, light levels 
during the evening and night even after 
the introduction of this new technology 
will still be better than it was before the 
new contract commenced in 2006.”

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Guilty plea over dog 
attack that left child 
with horrific injuries

A MAN whose Rottweiler attacked 
a young boy as he was paddling in 
the sea at Southend has pleaded 
guilty to having a dog dangerously 
out of control. 

Rowan Diedrick, of Avenue 
Road, Enfield, was walking two 
Rottweilers off of the lead along 
the Essex beach on Friday August 
5, last year when one of the dogs 
ran into the water, grabbed the 
seven-year-old across the chest and 
forced him under the water. 

The boy’s grandmother managed 
to pull him from the dog’s jaws 
before Diedrick made off with both 
of his pets. The boy was left with 
several puncture wounds to his 
body and arms and underwent 
three lots of surgery, but has since 
made a good recovery. 

Diedrick, who is a builder, was 
arrested after a member of the pub¬ 
lic identified him from a CCTV 
clip released by Essex Police. 

He was arrested on Sunday Feb¬ 
ruary 12 and charged with being in 
charge of a dog allowing it to be 
dangerously out of control in a 


public place and causing injury. 
The 29-year-old pleaded guilty at 
Basildon Crown Court on Monday. 

Investigating officer PC James 
Crabb said Diedrick had allowed 
his dog to be out of control on a 
beach when there were lots of 
young children around. 

He said: “His irresponsible 
behaviour led to a young boy being 
trapped between the dog’s jaws and 
left with horrific injuries, both 
physical and emotional. 

“It is almost impossible to imag¬ 
ine how anyone could watch a 
child being severely mauled before 
simply running away. 

“The young boy was lucky not to 
have been even more seriously 
injured thanks to the intervention 
of his grandmother and I would 
like to praise them both for their 
bravery. 

“If you are a dog owner, please 
think carefully and responsibly 
about where you walk your dog 
and make sure it is under control 
at all times.” 

Diedrick will be sentenced at 
Basildon Crown Court on Monday 
April 23.

I WANTED to reply to the letter 
from 22 London doctors regard¬ 
ing the government’s health 
reforms (Advertiser, March 14). 

One of the central parts of the 
Health and Social Care Bill is to 
abolish PCTs and give their com¬ 
missioning powers to local GP- 
led groups. 

In Enfield our GP-led consortia 
has already formed a “shadow 
consortia” in preparation for tak¬ 
ing on this role. Given the way the 
PCT championed the downgrade 
of Chase Farm Hospital against 
the wishes of local doctors, I’m 
sure the 22 London doctors will 
realise why Enfield residents 
would welcome this. 

The Health and Social Care Bill 


ensures that NHS services remain 
free at the point of use and funded 
from general taxation. GPs will 
decide who provides health ser¬ 
vices and will be able to choose 
from the NHS, private providers, 
charities and voluntary sector 
organisations. Whoever is chosen 
will be paid the same price for pro¬ 
viding the service - so GPs must 
choose the best, not the cheapest. 

I’m proud of the fact that, at a 
time when public spending has 
had to be reduced to tackle the 
deficit, the Conservative-led gov¬ 
ernment is giving more money 
every year to the NHS - an extra 
£12.5billion by 2015. 

Bureaucracy has been cut, 
which is why since the election 


we have been able to dispense 
with 15,000 administrators and 
managers and employ 4,000 
more doctors. 

To ensure that patients continue 
to receive the service they 
deserve, we need to do more than 
spend money. The number of peo¬ 
ple over 85 years of age will dou¬ 
ble in the next 20 years. The cost 
of medicines is rising by £600 
million every year. 

We must reform in order to 
meet these and the many other 
challenges our NHS faces, and 
the Health and Social Care Bill 
will allow us to do that.

I HOPE I can also reply to the letter from a group 
of London doctors regarding the NHS risk regis¬ 
ter (Advertiser, March 14). 

Risk registers are used across government. They 
set out information about financial and policy 
risks so that, however improbable they are, poten¬ 
tial risks can be recorded, managed and mitigated. 
The civil servants who prepare them can spell out 
to ministers every possible risk in a candid and 
frank way, allowing governments to explore all 
options available. This ensures good governance. 

The risks and benefits related to the Health and 
Social Care Bill have been released by the gov¬ 
ernment in the Department of Health’s impact 
assessments. Releasing the risk register itself 
would create a precedent whereby all risk regis¬ 
ters could be released upon request. 

The danger of this would be that civil servants, 
knowing their findings could become public and 
used for party political purposes, would in future 


hold back from identifying the more sensitive or 
improbable (but still possible) risks that could 
arise from future policy. This would be bad news 
for good governance in Britain. 

Calls to release the NHS risk register have been 
led in parliament by Labour’s health spokesman, 
Andy Burnham. I find it utterly incredible that in 
2009 when a Freedom of Information request was 
made to publish the Department of Health’s risk 
register, he as Secretary of State for Health turned 
it down. 

He did so on grounds of good governance, argu¬ 
ing that “public interest strongly favours with¬ 
holding the information”. 

As Mr Burnham himself argued (when in gov¬ 
ernment), there are good reasons why the risk reg¬ 
ister should not be published which is why I voted 
in Parliament to protect good governance.

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‘Waterboarding’ 
case collapses 
as witness pulls 
out of process

THREE Enfield police officers accused of 
“waterboarding” a suspect during a drugs raid in 
Tottenham will face no further action after a wit¬ 
ness refused to give evidence. 

In November 2008 a team of officers from 
Enfield Crime Squad raided a home in 
Brantwood Road, Tottenham. 

It was alleged that some of the officers 
assaulted a suspected drug dealer, holding his 
head down a toilet and flushing it. The incident 
was later referred to as “waterboarding”. 

Police officers are also alleged to have 
assaulted suspects and taken their property, 
including a Mercedes car, for their own use. 

In April 2009 the incident was referred to the 
Independent Police Complaints Commission, 
which began an investigation in to the actions of 
the three police officers. 

Criminal proceedings against the officers were 
dropped in 2010 due to a lack of evidence. 

However, the Metropolitan Police decided in 
January that the officers should face a public 


misconduct hearing, which would focus on the 
alleged “waterboarding” incident only. 

Waterboarding is an interrogation technique 
which involves pouring water into a suspect’s 
nose and mouth to simulate drowning. 

Many nations around the world consider the 
practice torture. 

This week the IPCC announced that the main 
witness has decided not to give evidence, so the 
hearing will now not go ahead. 

IPCC Commissioner Mike Franklin said: “We 
were in the process of consulting with those 
involved in the search with a view to holding 
a misconduct hearing for the three Met officers 
in public. 

“We do have the power to direct a force to hold 
a misconduct hearing in public if it is in the pub¬ 
lic interest to do so because of the gravity of the 
case or other exceptional circumstances. 

“Regrettably, in this particular case, the main 
witness has declined to provide evidence to a 
hearing and it is therefore unfortunate that the 
MPS will now not be able to hold misconduct 
proceedings as previously planned.” 


Man, 22, charged with 
New Year’s Day murder 


A MAN from Enfield is the 
sixth person to be charged 
with the murder of a 22-year- 
old, who was shot in east 
London on New Year’s Day. 

Daniel Oyetoro, 26, 
appeared at Highbury 
Magistrates’ Court on Friday, 
accused of the murder of 
Aarron McKoy, from Hackney, 
east London, who was shot 
in Portpool Lane, Clerkenwell, 
at 4am. 

Mr McKoy was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

The shooting took place at 
the same time as the stabbing 
of a 24-year-old man, who was 


taken to hospital and treated 
before being discharged. 

Kieron Caesar, 23, from 
Hackney, has been charged 
with grievous bodily harm for 
the knife attack. 

Jack Nichols, 20, from Essex, 
and Dean Smith, 25, of 
Hackney, have been accused of 
the murder of Mr McKoy, as 
well as possession of a firearm 
with intent to endanger life. 

Ceon Hewitt, 21, from 
Essex, Perrie Dennis, 22, of 
Islington, and Osman 
Mohammed, 22, from 
Hackney, have been charged 
with Mr McKoy’s murder.

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Man, 64, pleads 
guilty to £8,000 
benefits swindle

A MAN who claimed more than £8,000 in bene¬ 
fits while having almost £20,000 in savings has 
been given a 12-month community order and 
ordered to pay £550 in costs. 

Brian Johnson, 64, of Eastfield Road, Enfield 
Highway, pleaded guilty to two counts of dishon¬ 
estly making false representations in relation to 
his claims for the benefits. 

He was sentenced at Enfield Magistrates’ 
Court last Monday. He will also be forced to pay 
back the money he fraudulently claimed. 

Johnson initially claimed housing and council 
tax benefit from Enfield Council in September 
2007 and declared he was self-employed, was 
on a low income and had less than £6,000 
in savings. 

But following investigations by the council’s 


counter fraud team it was shown he had more 
than £19,000 savings held in two accounts. 

In total he fraudulently claimed and received 
£7,082.18 of housing benefit and £1,432.36 of 
council tax benefit between September 2007 and 
August 2010. 

Andrew Stafford, Enfield Council’s cabinet 
member for finance and property, said: “We will 
not tolerate cheats defrauding hard-working 
council taxpayers and stealing money that we’d 
rather be investing in front-line services. 

“The message we have for people who defraud 
Enfield Council is that we are going to catch you 
eventually and when we do we’ll throw the full 
force of the law against you. 

“Benefit fraud is a despicable crime because it 
takes money away from our most vulnerable 
members of society and reduces our ability to 
those people who need our help most.”

Until nine months ago, the 32-year-old 
had not ridden a bike for 18 years. But 
having always been quite fit, he tackled 
the London to Brighton bike ride with a 
friend. Being surrounded by lots of other 
cyclists riding for a charity inspired 
Alex to do the same. 

Now he has been training hard, cycling 


14 miles each day to and from work at 
Tower Bridge. 

Young Jacob is in awe of his dad and 
also gets his cycling kit on and rides up 
the road on his mini-motorbike. 

Alex is hoping that his wife and Jacob 
will meet him in Paris at the end of the 
ride. He said: “I would love Jacob to be 
there. He would be so excited and it 
would mean so much to me. It would 
also be his first time abroad.” 

The fundraising part of Alex’s cam¬ 
paign has a way to go as he hopes to 
raise £2,000. He has reached only £85 so 
far and needs to hit the £1,000 mark by 
the end of April.

A MAN accused of murdering his wife 
and mother-in-law has gone on trial this 
week from a hospital bed, wheeled into 
an Old Bailey courtroom. 

In a first for a British court, Sergei 
Zolotovsky, 44, of Gareth Drive, Ed¬ 
monton, is not in the dock as the jury 
listens to the evidence - instead, he 
will remain in his hospital bed through¬ 
out the trial. 

Zolotovsky, who is partly paralysed, is 
accused of stabbing to death both his 44- 
year-old estranged wife Svetlana 
Zolotovska and her 70-year-old mother 
Antonia Belska in West Beckton, in east 
London, on August 12 2010. 

Shortly after their bodies were discov¬ 
ered Zolotovsky was said to have been 
found by officers having apparently tried 
to cut his own wrists. 

At the start of the trial on Monday, 
Judge Stephen Kramer told the jury in 
court 16 that following a suicide attempt 
Zolotovsky sustained injuries that left 
him partly paralysed, so is unable to sit 


in the dock as is usual. Court 16 was 
chosen as it is the biggest and most 
accessible courtroom in the more mod¬ 
ern half of the Old Bailey. 

The trial of three men accused of 
shooting five-year-old Thusha Kamales- 


waran, who was left paralysed following 
an alleged gangland fight in Stockwell, 
south London, last March, was moved to 
another court to accommodate the 
Zolotovsky trial. 

The trial continues. 


Pensioner mugged twice

An 87-year-old man withdrew 
cash from the Halifax Building 
Society, in Fore Street, 
Edmonton, on March 8 and 
then waited for a bus opposite 
the bank. 

As he got on the 250 he was 
“ushered” by five or six women 
wearing jeans and dark jackets 
- and it was not until he was 
home that he realised the cash 
was missing. He believes it was 
stolen from his jacket pocket as 
he got on the bus. 

He returned to the same 
building society at 5pm and 
withdrew more money. When 


he returned to his home in St 
James Road, Edmonton, 30 
minutes later he was 
approached from behind and 
after a brief struggle with a 
black man, thought to be aged 
between 18 and 20 and wearing 
a dark green hooded jumper 
and dark coloured bottoms, his 
money was stolen again. 

The victim was left with a cut 
to his hand and a bruised knee 
after the struggle. 

Police officers are appealing 
for witnesses who saw anyone in 
the area acting suspiciously, or 
have any information, to call 
Detective Sergeant Dave Hegarty

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Trader is jailed over 
fake designer clothes

A TRADER has been jailed for nine 
months after he was caught with coun¬ 
terfeit designer goods. 

Ibrahim Guder, 33, of Willowfield, 
Harlow, was sentenced to nine months 
in prison last week after being convicted 
of ten offences under the Trademarks 
Act at Southwark Crown Court in 
February and jailed for eight months 
after admitting two more offences. The 
sentences will run concurrently. 

Trading standards officers from 
Enfield Council and police officers 
found 2,891 items with a retail value of 
more than £20,000 in an upstairs office 
in Ponders End in December 2008, 
ready for sale over the Christmas period. 

The items included fake clothing 


products, which it was claimed were 
from leading fashion houses including 


Ralph Lauren, Louis Vitton and Prada. 

Chris Bond, the council’s cabinet 
member for environment, said: “This 
case sends a strong message that we do 
not tolerate counterfeiters operating in 
our borough and we will bring them to 
justice regardless of how long it takes.” 

Mr Bond praised the relationship 
between the council and the police in 
working together on the case and warned 
of the dangers of buying fake goods. 

He added: “It is not a victimless 
crime. These items are usually extreme¬ 
ly poor quality. I urge residents to let us 
know if they think traders are dealing 
counterfeit items so we can investigate 
and take action if necessary.” 


Tube tragedy man identified 


THE man killed by a Tube train 
at Finsbury Park station has been 
named as Ben De Menza, 27, 
from Edmonton. 

Police were called to the station 
shortly after 8am on Sunday March 
11, along with the London Air 
Ambulance - but Mr De Menza 
was pronounced dead at the scene. 

The tragedy was the second 


incident in 48 hours on the 
Piccadilly line that weekend. 

A 56-year-old man from 
Tottenham was hit by a train at 
Wood Green station the day before. 

He was rushed to the Royal 
London Hospital in Whitechapel, 
east London, by the London Air 
Ambulance and treated for a 
serious arm injury.

interesting reading. 

Enfield Citizens’ Advice Bureau, for 
example - representing some of the most 
deprived people in our community - 
writes of its concern that Edmonton’s 
community links will be broken and that 
access to an MP for those in real need 
will be severely limited if they are forced 
to travel to Chingford just to see their 
representative. 

The Weir Hall Association, standing 
up for Upper Edmonton and Bowes resi¬ 


dents, expressed similar views. 
“Geographically it is absurd to link 
Edmonton with Chingford due to the 
reservoir, industrial estates and high 
speed railway line separating the two 
areas,” writes the association. 

Many other community groups, 
charities and individual residents 
have also written in to remark on the 
“idiocy of the proposed link,” stating 
that the bid to join Edmonton with 
Chingford “makes the Boundary 
Commission look incompetent and inca¬ 
pable of fulfilling the serious work with 
which it is charged”. 

I agree. The commission would 
indeed be seen to be bungling the 
boundary changes if Chingford- 
Edmonton goes ahead against all logical 
reason and against the sheer weight of 
local opinion.

This created a more relaxed feel, however 
when you come out of the character’s focus and 
back into ‘Rachel brain’ there’s a danger of 
becoming aware again you’re hanging on by a 
thread in terms of lines/cues. With the scarily 
short timeframe we had to perfect lines, accents 
and alien thought-processes plus perhaps the 
fact I’ve done a lot of intimate theatre among 
the bigger audience stuff it adds to the nerves. 

In the tech I had a moment with no idea what 
was coming next and it petrified me. Though it 
came to me, I thought if this happens in the 
actual show then the decision was made for 
me, I’d give up this mad business go away for 
a bit a la Stephen Fry then find something else 
to do. 

Of course it actually went amazingly well, they 
loved it and I had to wait for the laughter to die 
down several times before carrying on. 

I remembered all my lines in the right order 
and once over, we knew we could do it. I trusted 
myself again and normally you would then 
perform again and again, but no - that was it - 
all that stress, an hour of soaring then nothing. 
We’re all mad. And all the same.

iii) using a hosepipe to clean a private motor vehicle, or walls and windows of 
domestic premises, where this is done as a service to customers in the 
course of a business. 

iv) using a hosepipe to water an area of grass or artificial outdoor surfaces used 
for sport or recreation, where this is required in connection with a national or 
international sports event. 

v) drip or trickle irrigation watering systems, fitted with a pressure reducing 
valve and a timer, that are not handheld, that place water drip by drip directly 
onto the soil surface or beneath the soil surface, without any surface run off 
or dispersion of water through the air using a jet or mist.

TOTTENHAM HOTSPUR 
defender Benoit Assou-Ekotto 
admits he will never get over 
the image of Fabrice Muamba’s 
collapse at White Hart Fane. 

The Bolton Wanderers mid¬ 
fielder suffered a cardiac arrest 
in the closing stages of the 
first half of Saturday’s FA Cup 
quarter-final - which led to 
the match being abandoned - 
and was treated by paramedics 
on the pitch for several minutes 
before being taken to the Fon- 
don Chest Hospital. 

Muamba’s condition has since 
improved to the extent that he 
can breathe independently and 
respond to questions, but 
Cameroon international Assou- 
Ekotto revealed that he had 
been scared by what he saw. 

“Saturday was one of those 


days that will stay with me for¬ 
ever,” he said. “When I saw 
him lying on on the pitch I was 
scared. Scared for him, scared 
for his family, his friends and 
all those people who know him 
and who care about him. 

“I was also scared because he 
was just like me. He is young, 
supposedly fit - an athlete - 
who a few seconds before had 
been running up and down the 
same pitch as me.” 

A cardiologist visited Spurs’ 
training ground on Monday to 
screen the players, and man¬ 
ager Harry Redknapp admits 
that some of them may find 
it hard to focus their attention 
back on football as they pre¬ 
pare for a pivotal week of 
Premier Feague action - with a 
home match against Stoke City 
tonight followed by a trip to 
Chelsea on Saturday. 


He said: “What happened to 
Fabrice was a shock to every¬ 
one. It is possible that the effects 
of this could hit some quicker 
than others, but despite these 
difficult circumstances we all 
have to pull together and carry 
on with our season. 

“We will be providing play¬ 
ers with whatever support they 
need in order to move on from 
what happened. 

“We have a big week coming 
ahead now, so we have to go 
again. We have got Stoke on 
Wednesday and then Chelsea at 
the weekend, so we have to 
make sure we are ready for 
those two games. 

“They are so important to us. 
We are trying to get Champions 
Feague football and they are 
two massive games for us that 
we really need to be ready for, 
and we will be ready.” 


A record-breaking 
win for the Skolars 

FONDON Skolars produced a record-breaking 
display on Sunday as they crushed North Wales 
Crusaders 66-16 at the New River Stadium in 
Co-Operative Championship One to claim the 
biggest winning margin in their professional history.
